Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secretary of com­ 
merce, reveals tha t there are now between 110,-

More impressive y et, however, is the fact that 
these stands last y ear had a total sales volume 
of fully $500 ,000,000. 
A half-billion-dollar turnover is not to be 
sneezed at. 
Roadside stand sales, according to 
Dr. Klein, exceeded the country ’s total expor s 
for 19 29 to Germany , or to Japan, Brazil and 
e 
N etherlands combined. 
Here, then, we have a component part of our 
national economic sy stem tha t is not ordinarily 
recognized as such. The automobile, which has 
turned American life topsy -turvy in many wa>s 
during the last couple of decades, has provide 
a new business of m am m oth proportions here, 
and no one k nows how much farther the 
will go. 
The touring habit seems destined to grow 
stronger each y ear. Meanwhile, it is ¡"teresting 
to notice tha t Dr. Klein points out that the hotc 
and transportation men are not getting very 
much out of it. 
Transportation companies, he 
say s, cut in only a scant 7 per cent of the tour 
ists’ annual expenditures; hotel men do a little 
better, but their share is only 17 per cent. T hea­ 
ters and other places of amusement, similarly , 
not profit as greatly as one would expect,

A GREAT NEW INDUSTRY. 


The roadside stand, where the American mo- 


torist buys hot dogs, ice cream cones, green corn 
and pink balloons while he pauses in his travels, 
doesn't look like much of a business, perhaps; yet 
cold statistics show that it is becoming one of the 
foremost industries of the country. 


Dr. .Julius Klein, assistant secretary of com- 


merce, reveals that there are now between 110,- 
iOOO and 125,000 roadside stands in the United 
States They are increasing at the rate of 3000 
a year, and more than half of them remain open 
all year round. 


More impressive yet, however, is the fact that 


these stands last year had a total sales volume 
of fully $500,000,000. 


A half-billion-dollar turnover is not to be 


sneezed at. Roadside stand sales, according to 
Dr. Klein, exceeded the country's total exports 
for 1929 to Germany, or to Japan, Brazil and the 
Netherlands combined. 


Here, then, we have a component part of our 


national economic system that is not ordinarily 
recognized as such. The automobile, which has 
turned American life topsy-turvy in many ways 
during the last couple of decades, has provided 
a new business of mammoth proportions here, 
and no one knows how much farther the thing 
will go. 
"* 


The touring habit seems destined to grow 


.stronger each year. Meanwhile, it is interesting 
to notice that Dr. Klein points out that the hotel 
and transportation men are not getting very 
jnuch out of it. Transportation companies, he- 
says, cut in only a scant 7 per cent of the tour- 
ists' annual expenditures; hotel men do a little 
.Taetter, but their share is only 17 per cent. Thea- 
ters and other places of amusement, similarly, 
do not profit as greatly as one would expect, 
drawing only about 8 per cent of the tourist's 
money. f 


Evidently the tourist has created a new system 


of travel for himself. A decade ago the "rooms 
for -tourists" sign on a private residence was al- 
most unknown; now it dots the roadsides from 
coast to coast. 
So it is with the refreshment 


booths; so also, with the camping spaces where 
the tourist pitches his tent. In taking to the 
highway for our vatation we seem to have set 
in motion forces that are creating a group of 
new industries.

AN ANGLE ON THRIFT.

It is often said of a person that he or she is 


thrifty. 
Immediately we think of that person 


who makes good use of money and material pos- 
sessions. But that does not by any means con- 
stitute all there is to thrift. 


Conservation of our physical forces — health 


thrift — is just as essential. 


Forty-two million gainfully employed men and 


women of the United States lose the labor of one 
million workers each year from sickness, a loss 
equal to 3000,000,000 working days annually. 


It has been computed that the ^time lost every 


year to the nation through sickness of its work- 
ers is three times greater than all of the'working 
days gained annually through immigration. 


These millions of days lost through illness are 


in addition to 227,000,000 working days the 
United States department of agriculture esti- 
mates are lost 
annually 
through industrial 


accidents. 


Statisticians have not been able to check the 


dollars lost in wages annually because of sick- 
ness but inasmuch as the wage loss from indus- 
trial 
accidents 
exceeds 
$1,000,000,000, the 


financial loss from sickness must be far in ex- 
cess of that sum. 


Even health thrift is related to financial thrift, 


because sickness causes loss of time, which is 
worth money. 
' 


Much ill health is the result of carelessness. 


Guard the reservoir of your physical strength as 
you would your home or your life's savings. 


Men of strong vitality are tempted to overdo 


because they are by nature energetic. An out- 
standing American recently boasted that he 
works almost continually, with the exception of 
about four hours each night when he sleeps. 


There can be nothing but admiration for a 


man of this sort, but sooner or later nature will 
refuse to be abused. Collapse is inevitable and 
the man's usefulness will be over years before it 
would have been, had he observed temperate 
habits.

March 4, 1849. 


He entered a contest, with six 


competitors, for a position in the 
Commercial Hospital of Cincin- 
nati won out and was made 
Chief Interne for the years of 
1849-50, at the end of which 
'term, he located in and began 
the practice -of medicine at 
Rushville. He was married May 
8, 1851, in Alleghenny City,

They 
had -crossed the Rubicon" and 
it was a case of "do or die.'; 


Without going into tedious 


details let me say Dr. H. G. Sex- 
ton -did" and the history of the 
town is inseparably intertwined 
with the names of Laughlin, 
Frome, Pugh and Sexton—"The 
builders" of RushviUe. 


WhUe a strict Presbyterian, 


Dr. Sexton, -was no bigot but a 
man of liberal views. A regular 
attendant, a bible scholar and 
teacher, yet he would never ac- 
cept an eldership in the church 
nor a political office, although 
he had only to say the word to 
attain political preferment. Me- 
dicine was his idol and he wor- 
shipped it to the end—June 13, 
1865.Dr. W. A, Pugh eulogizes his 
old friend as follows: "I cannot 
forget to pay honest tribute to 
his worth, as a personal friend. 
It was my lot to be often honor- 
ed by him, with hours of inti-

His touching accounts of strick 
en families, wiped out by epide 
mic of disease, his fatherly ad 
vice and his kindly letters when 
a boy off at school and his pleas 
ant professional personal inter 
est in after life. The memory o 
Dr. H. G. Sexton is enshrined in 
the hearts of aU the early set 
tiers of Rush county and the in 
fluence of his life yet lives. In 
an early day he was Major Gen-

horseback. After the militia sys- 
tem was done away with, it was 
always Dr. Sexton's place to be 
Field Marshal, for all

gatherings of people upon Inde- 
pendence day and other days of 
a pubUc character." His son Hon. 
Leonidas Sexton was an attor- 
ney of great ability and, was, and 
is, the only native born citizen, 
ever elected to congress sfrom 
this district. 


Lewis Erwin Winship, 'was

The Winships are of English 
descent — Jabez ^L. Winship 
grandfather of Lewis E. being 
born in England and coming to 
this country before 1776.

They thon take an 
oath that they will support the 
American Constitution of the 
United States and again re- 
nounce allegiance to any foreign 
country. The clerk of the court 
makes a full record of these fach 
and then issues a certificate of
